Guilt of Perjury, and the dreadful Contempt of 
Gods juft Vengeance, But if thefe Relations be 
fuch as have no Authority over you, you are free 
from this Difermm:z, and may perform your Vows 
without Sinning.

Bur 
now if ir be true what we have lately endeavord 
to prove that there is and always has been an 
equal Number of Men and Women in the World, 
it is plain to Common Reafon, that Polygamy can 
Contribuce nothing cowards the Increafe of Man- 
kind.

a Dutch Man of War arrived there in 4 


Days from Barcelona, and brings Advice that a

Count Daun 
will be going in 2 cr 3 Days in order to begin the 
Campaign; (har onthe fame Day in the After- 
noon pailed by that place 5e0o Foot and 2000 
Hore almoft all Pruffians, who came from Lom- 
bardy for Pinezza, whence they are to proceed to 
the Camp near Coni; and ‘us faid that within a 
Day or two they will by 400 Germans more. Ihe 
Advices from the Camp at Villers. Brulin, July the 
24th, are that the Difpofiuon being made for 
breaking Ground before Bethune, the fame was 
put in Execution the Night before, before the 
Gare Arras, being the Ground appointed for Gene- 
ral Fagel’s Attack; That Lieutenant Genera! Vinch 
had the Command, with Major a General, a Bit. 
padier, and 2000 Workmen with 4 Batralions to 
cover them; That they finifhed their Parallel with 
a good Communication before they were dilcover- 
ed by the Enemy infomuch they did not {uftain 
any manner of lofs; That on the fide defigned for 
General Schulemberg’s Attack before the Gate 
of Aire 250 Workmen covered by 200 Fufileers 
rook Poft upon the Dyke, and began to cut it in 3 
Places in order to draw off the Inundation ; That 
the Enemy made a great Fire upon 2 redoubss 
but Wounded only 6
